Over the course of 51 min¬ 
utes, the party of five 
ordered three rounds of 
drinks: eight doubles, two 
singles and five shooters. 

Deiy said they then got 
into a Toyota 4 Rimner, 
backed into his motorcycle, 
knocked it into another car 
and sped off. 

“We investigate that right 
from the outset as a hit-and- 
run because you’re required 
by law to remain at the 
scene of an accident and 
share your information,” 
said McGuinness. 

Both Deiy and the Oilers 
have said the driver has 
come forward, CBC report¬ 
ed adding he is not an Oiler 
and plans to pay for 
damages. McGuinness said 
it is now a police matter. 

A call to Watt was not re¬ 
turned by deadline.

Flags continue to fly at half 
staff at the Edmonton Gar¬ 
rison today as soldiers 
mourn comrades killed in 
Afghanistan Wednesday, a 
day before they said good¬ 
bye to another fallen 
soldier. 

The three soldiers were 
killed and another seriously 
injured, as a massive road¬ 
side bomb blasted their ar¬ 
moured vehicle while on 
patrol in Afghanistan’s 
Zharey District. 

The three soldiers were 
combat engineers with 12 
Field Squadron, 1 Combat 
Regiment from Edmonton. 


While serving in 
Afghanistan, they were part 
of the Second Battalion 
Princess Patricia’s Canadian 
light Infantry Battle Group. 

A husband and father of 
two young daughters, Sgt. 
Shawn Allen Eades, 33, was 
one of the three who died 
Wednesday. 

“My husband was a proud 
and dedicated soldier. He 
was a strong leader who 
was highly respected by 
those around him,” said 
Eades’s wife lisa Schame- 
hom in a written statement. 

“He died doing what he 
loved — being a soldier.” 

The other two fallen sol¬ 
diers are Cpl. Dustin Roy 
Robert Joseph Wasden and 
Sapper Stephan John Stock. 


Eades, who joined the 
military when he was 18, 
was on his third mission in 
Afghanistan and firmly be¬ 
lieved in his mission and 
knew he was making a dif¬ 
ference for the Afghan peo¬ 
ple, said Schamehorn. 

The commander of the 
Canadian forces in 
Afghanistan said the attack 


was part of a more aggres¬ 
sive pattern by the Taliban 
this year. 

“I don’t know that the 
Taliban are getting 
stronger. What I’d say is 
they’re much more aggres¬ 
sive this fighting season 
than they’ve been in the 
past,” said Brig. Gen. Denis 
Thompson in Afghanistan. 


“The difference is 
they’re not holding any of 
the ground they’re attack¬ 
ing us on.” 

Ninety-three Canadian 
soldiers have been killed in 
Afghanistan, and the four 
most recent deaths were all 
from the Edmonton Garri¬ 
son, including Master Cpl. 
Erin Doyle who was laid to 
rest yesterday at a full mili¬ 
tary service in Legal, 50 km 
north of Edmonton. 

“This is a heartbreaker, I 
heard about this as soon as I 
was getting ready to go to 
the church,” said Ollie 
Weeks, a former airborne 
soldier and one of300 people 
who attended the service in

News of three Edmonton- 
based soldiers killed in 
Afghanistan added to the 
sorrow of mourners saying 
goodbye yesterday to 
Master Cpl. Erin Doyle in a 
small town church north of 
Edmonton. 

Close to 300 people 
packed into the St. Emile 
Church yesterday in Legal 
at a military service. 

Friends and family say 
the 32-year-old was a big 
man who was large on life. 

Doyle, a member of the 
Edmonton Garrison’s 
Third Battalion Princess 
Patricia’s Canadian Light 
Infantiy, died in a battle 
with insurgents at an out¬ 
post in the Panjwayi 
district of Kandahar 
province last week. 

The Kamloops-born sol¬ 
dier was protecting the 
outpost when it was 
attacked with rocket-pro¬ 
pelled grenades and small 
arms fire. 

“He was just home on 
leave recently and bought 
a new motorcycle,” said 
Ollie Weeks, a retired air¬ 


borne soldier and member 
of the Edmonton Falcons, 
a war veterans’ motorcycle 
club. With the news of 
three more Edmonton- 
based soldiers lost in bat¬ 
tle, Weeks said the service 
was difficult for him: “You 
wonder how many of 
these we will have to go 
through before we get this 


straightened away.” 

The only noise that was 
heard when Doyle’s casket 
was carried into the 
church was the wind blow¬ 
ing through the trees. 

“There is a lot of people 
you see walking around in 
(militaiy) green,” said ruck 
driver Eric Bradfield. 

“Anybody that offers to 


do a job for the countiy 
like this, you have to give 
them respect. What they 
do isn’t easy.”

“They told me I had a 
death certificate and this 
was the date,” he said. 

Doctors came back, of¬ 
fering a slim chance: A 


heart transplant. 

To him, a heart trans¬ 
plant was science fiction, 
“like something out of an 
Orson Wells novel.” 

Cardiologists introduced 
him to some successful 
heart transplant recipi¬ 
ents, including one man 
who was participating in 
triathlons. 

Kroening was convinced. 
Twenty-two years later, 
he’s still pumping.

Edmonton Firefighters are 
trading their firehats for 
hardhats and checking old¬ 
er homes and repairing or 
replacing old smoke detec¬ 
tors. 

Fire Chief Randy Wolsey 
said the program ran last 
year and was so successful 
it is being expanded this 
year. 

In 2007 firefighters 
checked 1,200 homes and 
installed 770 smoke detec¬ 
tors, free of charge. 

“Where they need re¬ 
placing we are going to re¬ 
place them free of charge, 
paid for by our sponsors 
the Canadian Home 
Builders Association and 
Home Depot,” he said. 

This year the depart¬ 
ment will check 1,600 


homes and they will 
be ready to do the main 
repair that the devices 
need: Replacing the batter¬ 
ies. 

The chief said last year 
they found so many detec¬ 
tors with suspect power 
sources that this year they 
are ready and have batter¬ 
ies on hand. 

“Our goal is to make our 
community safer,” said 
Wolsely. 

And he said that home- 
owners must also be aware 
of the age of smoke detec¬ 
tors. 

“The time to have a look 
at smoke detectors is after 
10 years,” said Wolsey say¬ 
ing after that they should 
be replaced. 

“Smoke detectors are 
critical in alerting people, 
especially at night, that 
there is a fire,” Wolsely 
said.

An elderly Hamilton 
woman is dead, six other 
deaths are being probed 
— three in Toronto — and 
Ontario public health offi¬ 
cials say they expect to 
see more cases of listerio¬ 
sis, possibly caught from 
ingesting tainted meat. 

Maple Leaf Foods Inc. has 
shut down its north Toron¬ 
to meat processing plant 
for sterilization in the 
wake of a massive product 
recall and investigators are 
circling their efforts 
around the possibility pro¬ 
duction lines 8 and 9 were 
spreaders of the bacterium 
Listeria monoc 5 hogenes 
that may have sickened 30 
in Ontario alone. 

“The products that tested 
positive (for listeria) were 
manufactured in July, but 
taking a veiy broad ap¬ 
proach, we have recalled 


all the products that were 
manufactured on that line 
from June 2 on,” said Linda 
Smith, a spokesperson for 


Maple Leaf 

Maple Leaf Foods has re¬ 
called more than 20 meat 
products, more than 


500,000 kilograms, as a 
precautionaiy measure. 

Results could be in by to¬ 
morrow of genetic testing 


on the meat samples that 
will determine if there is a 
link to the recalled Maple 
Leaf products, said Dr. Bri¬ 
an Evans, executive vice- 
president of Canada’s Food 
Inspection Agency. 

“Saturday’s test will tell 
us definitively whether the 
meat products that have 
been taken out of the mar¬ 
ketplace at this time

Karadzic trial 
gets new judge 

Former Bosnian Serb 


leader Radovan Karadzic 
got his wish for a different 
Judge yesterday when the 
UN tribunal for former Yu¬ 
goslavia assigned his war 
crimes case to a new cham¬ 
ber on procedural grounds. 

Earher this week, Karadz¬ 
ic demanded the United Na¬ 
tions tribunal in The Hague 
replace the judges who were 
overseeing the preparatory 
stage of his trial for charges 
including genocide. 

When prosecutors in¬ 
formed the tribunal that 
they were no longer trying 
to combine Karadzic’s case 
with that of another suspect, 
his case was assigned to a 
different trial chamber. 

Karadzic, arrested in July 
after 11 years on the run, 
had argued the pre-trial pre¬ 
siding judge, Alphons Orie, 
had a “personal interest” in 
his case because he had par¬ 
ticipated in previous trials 
and would want those judg¬ 
ments vahdated. 

A tribunal official said the 
assignment of new judges 
for the case was not in re¬ 
sponse to Karadzic’s request. 


Background 

• Karadzic is before the In¬ 
ternational Criminal Tribu¬ 
nal for the former Yu¬ 
goslavia (ICTY) to face two 
charges of genocide over 
the 43-month siege of Sara¬ 
jevo and the 1995 massacre 
of 8,000 Muslims at Sre¬ 
brenica, the worst atrocity 
in Europe since the Second 
World War. 

The tribunal said later 
that Karadzic’s motion to 
the president of the UN body 
was moot because the case 
had been assigned to a dif¬ 
ferent trial chamber. 

The newly appointed 
judges include judges 
Patrick Robinson, Jean- 
Claude Antonetti and Iain 
Bonomy. 

The tribunal has not yet 
named a presiding judge. 

Karadzic is due back in 
court Aug. 29. If he refuses 
to enter a plea, as he did at 
his initial appearance in Ju¬ 
ly, a plea of “not guilty” will 
be entered for him.

Soaring gasoline prices 
drove Canada’s inflation 
rate in July to its highest in 
more than five years, but 
the upswing was widely 
expected and did little to 
change the view that the 
central bank will keep in¬ 
terest rates on hold in Sep¬ 
tember. 

The annual inflation rate 
quickened to 3.4 per cent 
in July from 3.1 per cent in 
June, the highest rate since 
March 2003, Statistics 
Canada said yesterday.

Canadian watchdog eases

Filmport, Toronto’s mega¬ 
studio and a possible white 
knight for its stranded film 
production sector, opened 
its doors Wednesday with 
just one problem — no stu¬ 
dio tenant. 

Phase 1 of the $60 mil¬ 
lion, 260,000-square-foot 
complex, which compris¬ 
es seven stages, is so far 
without a Hollj^ood stu¬ 
dio on board as the con¬ 
tract talks between the 
Screen Actors Guild and 
the producers drag on in 
Los Angeles. 

Filmport Studios presi¬ 
dent Ken Ferguson pre¬ 
dicts that the complex will 
fill up once the majors 
reach a new deal with the 
actors guild. 

“In these challenging

times for the Toronto film 
industiy, we needed a boost. 
We hope Filmport can play 
a role in putting Toronto 
where it belongs, back on 
top,” he said at a ribbon¬ 
cutting ceremony attended 
by Mayor David Miller and 
Canadian director David 
Cronenberg. 

Filmport, which includes 
a pillar-free 46,500-square- 
foot stage for effects-heavy 
studio pictures, already 
has leased out office space 
to George Romero’s Diary 
of the Dead 2, which is 
shooting on location in 
Toronto. 

Additionally, Universal is 
eyeing Filmport for its 
Scott Pilgrim vs. the World 
project, which is based on 
a comic by local writer 
Biyan Lee O’Malley and set 
in Toronto. 

But with the Canadian 
dollar at near parity with 
the American greenback, 
and New York offering a 35 
per cent tax credit. Univer¬ 
sal producers also are con¬ 
sidering the Big Apple as a 
stand-in for Toronto.

You've seen him in A Night 
at the Museum and this 
summer's Tropic Thunder.

“and when I read the 
script, this fits the bill. It’s 
smart, but it’s not hard-go¬ 
ing; it’s easy to watch.” 

That it is. But his charac¬ 
ter is still not t 5 q)ical of 


most Holl 5 AVOod protago¬ 
nists. A failed thespian 
who idolizes Elizabeth 
Shue and pitches herpes 
medication on TV, Dana 
Marschz is not your aver¬ 
age hero. 

“He’s a loser. He’s a 
slightly tragic figure but 
he’s an innocent too,” de¬ 
fends Coogan of the charac¬ 
ter’s consistent mess-ups. 

“The audience have to 
like him in some way to 
stay with the film; you had 
to give him some sort of 
emotional momentum be¬ 
cause he’s tiying to do the 
right thing. He’s a good 
person; he’s just a bit of an 
idiot, too.” 

With Coogan now receiv¬ 
ing great praise for his hilar¬ 
ious performance, it would 
seem that Hamlet 2 is sure 
to be just what Steve 
Coogan needed to finally 
make it in Hollywood — af¬ 
ter 20 years in showbiz. 

“If people go to see it,” 
agrees Coogan while 
laughing. “I suppose it will 
be a breakthrough.”

For drummer Brent De 
Boer, the high point of 
recording the Dandy 
Warhols’ seventh album 
came in the form of a 
guitar. 

Earth To The Dandy 
Warhols features the shiny 
steel National made fa¬ 
mous on the cover of Dire 
Straits’ 1985 disc Brothers 
in Arms. 

“(Singer) Courtney (Tay- 
lor-Taylor) wanted Mark 
(Knopfier) to play his dobro 
on Love Song, and he 
played it,” said De Boer. 
“That shiny guitar from the 
cover of (Dire Straits’) 
Brothers in Arms — he ac¬ 
tually played it!” 

De Boers’ enthusiasm 
grew as he explained the 
track also featured Tom Pet¬ 
ty and the Heartbreakers’ 
guitarist Mike Campbell, 
who arrived in the studio 
the day after performing at 


the Super Bowl. To add to 
the story, the song was 
started (along with Dreamt 
of Yes and Valerie Yum) dur¬ 
ing a studio session with 
electronic pioneers Massive 
Attack. 

“We went to (Massive At¬ 
tack’s) studio in Bristol and 
drank a lot of hard cider,” 
said De Boer, laughing. 

If nothing else, the 
Dandies’ new album — and 
the band itself, as featured 
in the 2004 documentaiy 
DIG! — are far from boring. 


Headquartered in the Oddi- 
torium, a three-quarter- 
block studio in Portland, 
the psychedelic rockers’ 
kitchen sink approach ap¬ 
pears in eveiything from 
their musical compositions 
to their studio’s decor. 

“We have a den and a bar, 
a studio, and a green screen 
room where we filmed the 
Mission Control video,” said 
De Boer. “(And) we perma¬ 
nently installed the three 
rooms used in our video for 
Used to Be Friends.” 


When writing, the 
Dandies typically approach 
each song individually and 
then build the album flow 
Things change for the show 
— if an albmn track peaks in 
a wall of psychedehc noise, 
the group tones it down, 
switching the drum tempo 
or pulhng out an acoustic 
guitar. But this time, De Boer 
explained the album (the 
first released on their label 
Beat the World Records) re¬ 
ceived some last-minute 
changes. The songs were all 
written, recorded and 
arranged when singer Court¬ 
ney Taylor-Taylor jumped in 
and tweaked a few things. 

“(Courtney) got this idea 
to put guitar over a song, 
and I was unsure and left 
the studio for a couple of 
hours,” said De Boer. 
“When I returned it blew 
my mind — it’s on Mission 
Control, the guitar that 
starts up just before the 
drums kick in. It really gave 
it a kick, almost like you’re 
at some club in Europe.”

Jumpin Jack rocks the 
Fringe like Mick Jagger 

'Satisfaction' from this Stones-inspired play 



I’m always hesitant going 
into a solo show at the 
Fringe. 

It must be difficult for 
someone to cariy a 90- 
minute show by himself 

Fringe veteran, Lyle Vic¬ 
tor Albert, did have one or 
two hiccups during Tues¬ 
day afternoon’s perform¬ 
ance of Jumpin’ Jack, but 
the strong stoiyline man¬ 
aged to keep me interested 
throughout. 

The solo play is a rock ’n’ 
roll stoiy, but not the kind 
we’re used to — a side of 
rock ’n’ roll that few hear 
about until the artist is 
dead (see James Brown). 

It’s the stoiy of Mick Jag- 
ger’s forgotten children, or 
as they’re referred to in 
the play, Mick Jagger’s Bas¬ 
tards (MJB). 

Albert’s character Jack is 
hosting the inaugural 
meeting of an MJB support 
group and begins to tell 
the audience his stoiy. 

“We all entered this 
world thanks to a coked- 
up, slutty, one-night 
stand,” he says. 

And with that, we’re tak¬ 
en through the histoiy of 
the Stones through the 
eyes of a rock star’s illegiti¬ 
mate child. 

Albert has some histoiy 
at the Fringe as author of 
past plays Cut! and Ba Ha 
Ha: An Architectural Com¬ 
edy.
